Organization  of  the  War  Food  Administration  -  Office  of  Investigatory 

Services 


There  is  hereby  established  within  the  War  Food  Administration  an  agency  known 
as  the  Office  of  Investigatory  Services.    Mr.  J.  M.  Mehl  is  herehy  designated 
Director  of  Investigatory  Services,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  Director. 
The  functions  of  the  Office  of  Investigatory  Services  shall  "be  to  develop  in- 
formation and  means  to  facilitate  the  prevention  of  speculation,  profiteering, 
fraud,  and  violations  in  all  phases  of  the  food  programs  of  the  War  Food 
Administration;  to  administer  the  Commodity  Exchange  Act,  as  amended;  to  in- 
vestigate, report,  and  make  recommendations  respecting  War  Food  Orders,  and 
purchase,   sales,  storage,  and  related  programs;  to  perform  other  investigative 
and  related  services  as  reouested,   including  cost  analyses  and  regulatory  ac- 
counting services;  to  exercise  powers  of  inspection  and  make  audits  and  examina- 
tions of  the  hooks  and  records  of  war  contractors;  and  to  install  accounting 
systems  for,  and  to  make  audits,  examinations,  and  inspections  of  the  hooks, 
records,  and  accounts  of,  other  persons  or  agencies,  where  authorized  or  re- 
quired by  contracts  or  marketing  agreement  and  order  or  similar  programs-  The 
functions,  funds,  personnel,  and  property  of  the  various  agencies  of  the  War 
Food  Administration  relating  to  the  functions  herein  described  are  hereby 
transferred  to  the  Office  of  Investigatory  Services;  and  activities  with  respect 
to  these  matters  shall  be  carried  out  by  the  Office  of  Investigatory  Services 
under  the  supervision  and  control  of  its  Director.     The  Director  shall  exercise 
all  of  the  powers  heretofore  prescribed  for  the  heads  of  program  agencies  re- 
lating to  the  functions  herein  described. 

All  previous  memoranda  are  superseded  to  the  extent  that  they  conflict  or  are 
inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  memorandum. 

Ihe  provisions  of  this  memorandum  shall  become  effective  March  23,  19^5-

Office  of  Home  Pood  Supply 

There  is  hereoy  established  within  the  War  Pood  Administration  an  Office 
of  Home  Food  Supply.    Mr.  Paul  C-  Stark  is  hereby  designated  Director  of 
the  Office  of  Home  Food  Supply,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  Director. 
The  functions  of  the  Office  of  Home  Food  Supply  shall  "be  the  coordina- 
tion of  activities  of  the  various  agencies  affecting  the  supply  of  food- 
stuffs produced  at  home  or  conserved  from  victory  gardens  and  seasonal 
surpluses.     The  Director  will  maintain  liaison  with  other  agencies 
necessary  to  ohtain  facilities  and  acquire  participation  of  the  greatest 
possible  part  of  our  population,  both  urban  and  rural,  in  this  campaign. 
In  carrying  out  his  responsibilities,  the  Director  will  work  with  and 
through  agencies  functioning  in  the  food  production  and  consei^ation 
fields  to  the  end  that  a  campstign  for  Victory  G-ardens  and  Home  Canning 
may  effectively  supplement  our  war  requirements  for  commercially  pro- 
cessed foods.

(h)    For  non-mandatory  programs:     ( 1)  A  statement  giving  com- 
plete information  as  to  the  necessity  for  the  program; 
and  (2)  a  statement  giving  complete  details  as  to  the 
rate  of  any  payment  or  commodity  price  involved, 

(c)  A  designation  of  source  of  funds  and  an  estimate  of  the 
total  amount  of  funds  required  to  "be  oh li gated,   the  maxi- 
mum funds  which  id  11  he  outstanding  at  any  time,  and  the 
amount  of  loss  that  will  he  incurred, 

(d)  The  period  and  the  areas  in  which  the  program  will  be  in 
operation.

3.  The  head  of  any  interested  agency  not  concurring  in  any  pro- 
vision of  the  proposed  program  should  suhmit  his  recommenda- 
tions to  the  Board  of  Directors  when  the  program  is  considered, 

4.  Upon  approval  of  the  proposed  program  "by  the  Board  of  Directors 
the  docket  will  "be  submitted  to  the  War  Pood  Administrator  for 
his  approval  of  the  proposed  program,-  together  v.rith  any  recom- 
mendations made  "by  the  head  of  any  other  interested  agency.

Organization  of  the  W'^r  Food  Administration 


The  functions,  funds,  personnel,  and  property  of  the  Office  of  Supply 
of  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation,  including  those  of  the  Require- 
ments and  Allocations  Branch,  relating  to  the  determination  of  food 
requirements  of  claimants  and  the  recommendation  to  the  Administrator 
of  allocations  among  claimants,  are  herehy  transferred  to  the  Office 
of  the  Administrator.    In  addition  to  his  duties  as  Special  Adviser 
to  the  Administrator,  D.  A.  FitzGerald  shall  supervise  and  exercise 
control  over  all  activities  with  respect  to  these  matters.    He  shall 
also  serve  as  Chairman  of  the  Food  Requirements  and  Allocations  Com- 
mittee (Administrator's  Memorandum  No.  30,  revised  March  l8,  19^^), 
and  shall  perform  all  of  the  duties  assigned  to  the  Chairman,  includ- 
ing the  responsihilities  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Food  Requirements  and 
Allocations  Committee  in  connection  with  the  work  of  the  Combined 
Food  Board.    He  shall  also  serve  as  Chairman  of  the  Interagency  Food 
Importation  Committee  (Administrator's  Memorandum  No.  27,  Revision  1, 
Part  IV,  dated  Decemher  13,  19^^)  and  shall  perform  all  of  the  duties 
assigned  to  the  Chairman  of  that  Committee. 

Any  provision  of  this  or  any  other  memorandum  conflicting  with  this 
Amendment  is  superseded  to  the  extent  of  such  conflict.    All  regula- 
tions, orders,  and  similar  instruments  heretofore  issued  "by  any 
officer  of  the  T^ar  Food  Administration  which  affect  the  subject 
matter  of  this  i^mendment  shall  continue  in  full  force  and  effect, 
unless  and  until  withdrawn  or  superseded  by  instruments  of  like 
authority. 

The  provisions  of  this  Amendment  shall  take  effect  April.  12,  19^5.

Transfer  of  Water  Conservation  and  Utilization  Programs 

Administrator's  Memorandum  No.  27,  Revision  1,  Amendment  6,  dated 
March  30,  19^5,  is  hereby  amended  "by  adding  to  paragraph  1  the 
following: 

"There  are  hereby  transferred  also  to  the  Soil  Conservation 
Service  the  functions  relative  to  the  loans  made  to  the 
Buffalo  Rapids  Farms  Association,  the  Mirage  Flats^CTooperar- 
tive  Association  and  Buf ord-Trenton  Mutual  Aid  Corporation, 
and  all  functions  with  respect  to  State  corporations'  trust 
property,  real  and  personal,  used  in  connection  with  the 
programs  designated  in  this  paragraph,  except  that  any  such 
functions  relative  to  rural  rehabilitation  loans  made  to 
individuals  shall  remain  in  the  Farm  Security  Administra- 
tion:   Provided,  That  all  proceeds  from  such  loans  and 
property  as  represent  assets  of  State  rural  rehabilitation 
corporations  shall,  at  appropriate  times,  be  deposited  in 
the  proper  corporation  trust  accoiont." 
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
